GENERAL RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Please read carefully the following General Rules as well as the Rules set forth 
at the beginning of each Department. 


All correspondence is to be directed to the Manager of the Swift Current 
Agricultural and Exhibition Association, Box 146, Swift Current. 

1 Each exhibitor must make his or her entries on the printed form supplied in 

this prize list for the purpose. The particulars called for on these entry 

forms must be supplied, and be written in cleor, legible writing and properly 

signed by the exhibitor or his or her duly authorized agent. 

2 Exhibitors will please take notice that it is ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY that 

the entries be made on or before the date mentioned at the beginning of 

each department in order to afford sufficient time to examine the entry 
form, correspond with the parties when necessary, and for the correction 
of errors and omissions. 


3 For each exhibit other than livestock o tag will be sent to the exhibitor 
specifying the class and number of the entry, which must be attached securely 
to the exhibit, detaching the claim check stub of same for claiming the 
exhibit. This rule must be adhered to, otherwise exhibits may not be con¬ 
sidered in the awarding of prizes. 

4 An exhibitor shall, if required by the Association, make statutory declara¬ 
tion that the exhibits shown by him or her are made in accordance with the 
Rules and regulations of the Association, and in case any exhibitor refuses 
to make such declaration on being requested, all premiums awarded him 
or her shall be forfeited. 


5 Prize winners in oil departments except Livestock, may receive their prize 
money during any day of the Fair after 1:00 p.m. by calling ot Association's 
office on the Fair Grounds. For livestock prize money see Special Rules 
and Regulations In Livestock Department. 

6 Articles not accompanied by their owners may be addressed to the Manager, 
shipping charges the responsibility of the exhibitor. 

7 Exhibitors will ot all times give the necessary attention to whatever they 
have on exhibition, and at the close of the Exhibition, take charge of same. 

8 The exhibit building will be closed from 6 p.m to 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday, 
July 4th, to prepare exhibits for distribution, after which time exhibitors may 
call and receive their exhibits upon presentation of their claim stubs. See 
page 34 re Public School Work. 

9 All property of every character entered for competition or display or any 
other purpose (or being anywhere in the Fair Grounds) shall be subject to 
the control of the Association; all exhibits for. competition are covered by 
insurance while on display, and while in transit from and to the exhibitor. 
Claims for articles damaged by fire or stolen must be made to the Manager 
in writing within seven (7) days of the injury or discovery of loss by theft.

General Rules and Regulations (continued) 

10 The Association, its officials ond employees, Will do their best to avoid any 
mishap on the grounds or in the buildings, but they will not hold themselves 
responsible for any accident, injury or damage suffered to persons or property 
while on the premises. 

1 1 No claim of injury to any person or property shall be asserted or suit insti¬ 
tuted or maintained against the Swift Current Agricultural and Exhibition 
Association, its officers or their agents, by or on behalf of any visitors, or 
any person, firm or corporation or their agents, representatives, servants or 
employees, having license or privilege to exhibit on the Fair Grounds or 
occupy any space thereon. 

12 If damage, loss or injury to person or property sholl be caused by reason of 
any neglect or wilful act of any person, firm or corporation or their agents, 
representatives, servants o r employees having license or privilege to exhibit 
on said Fair Grounds, or occupying any space thereon, the Swift Current 
Agricultural and Exhibition Association shall in no manner be responsible 
therefor, and in case it be subjected to any expense or liability, all persons 
causing same or liable therefor shall indemnify the said Association. 

13 The Association reserves the right to remove from the grounds any exhibit 
that may be falsely entered, or may be deemed unsuitable or objectionable, 
without assigning a reason therefor, and if necessary to retrun any money 
already paid, which shall exonerate them from any claim whatever on the 
part of the exhibitor. 

14 The judges are instructed not to award premiums, unless the articles are 
deeemed worthy of merit. 

15 Any exhibitor lodging a protest must make it IN WRITING, and it must be 
delivered to the Manager before 10 a.m. the day following the couse of 
protest; and it must state plainly the cause of such complaint or appeal, 
and must be accompanied by a deposit of $5.00 which shall be forfeited to 
the Association if the said protest is not sustained. 

16 No article exhibited shall have obout it any prize ribbon or card until the 
awards have been made in their respective classes. 

17 Any person who attempts to interfere with or influence the judge while in 
the discharge of their duties, or who, on the premises of the Association, uses 
contemptuous or abusive Icnguaga to a judge in consequence of awards made 
by him or her, shall forfeit his or her right to all premiums which he or she 
otherwise might be entitled to, and shall be excluded from exhibiting for the 
next year. Judges are particularly requested to immediately report any 
breach of this rule. 

18 In the event of inclement weather or circumstances beyond the control of the 
Association, resulting in failure in attendance, the Association reserves the 
right to pay prizes on a pro rato basis. 

ADMISSION TO GROUNDS 

19 (a) Exhibitors and attendants are not required to be, or to become, members 

of the association, but will be required to pay for their admission to the 
grounds. 

(b) Men and women within the Swift Current area are cordially invited to be¬ 
come members of the Association. The annual fee is $1.00, which includes 
admission to the grounds for the 3 days of the Fair. 

(c) Admission tickets to the grounds, for the 3 days of the Fair, will be avail¬ 
able to exhibitors and attendants as follows: (In advance of Fair) 

ADULTS (16 years and over) . $1.00 each 

CHILDREN (under 16 years) .50 each

BE STARCHED. 

6. ENTRY FORMS accompanied by entry fees, must be in the hands of the 
Manager not later than June 18, 1962. 

7. All entries must be the work of the exhibitor only, except in quilting of quilts. 

8 All Articles in the Homecraft Department, with the exception of Classes 142 

to 214 inclusive, must be in the exhibit building on the Exhibition Grounds 
not later than June 30, 1962 at 1 p.m. City time. Articles may be left at 
the Frontier Days Office if tb« exhibitor so wishes, but must be received by 
June 27, 1962. Baking and all classes from Classes 142 to 214 inclusive, 
which are delivered to the exhibit building on the Exhibition Grounds must be 
in the building before 11 a.m. City time on July 1, 1962, to be in time for 
judging. 

9. Any article having won first prize in any previous year shall not be eligible 
for competition. 

10. Entries in this Department will be accepted only from exhibitors living within 
the area bounded on the West by Alberta; on the North by the South boun¬ 
dary of Township 32; on the East by the Third Meridian; and on the South 
by the United States. 

11. No entries will be accepted in the name of a Club or Organization except in 
Class 125. In all other classes a Club Member may enter the work done by 
her Club in her own name. 

12. All General Rules and Regulations (Pages 2 & 4) which are applicable shall 
apply to this Department. See RULE 19, PAGE 4, Re Admission to grounds. 

13. A fourth prize is offered when there are more than eleven entries in any class.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 
Entries 

1. All entries, accompanied by the stated entry fee, must be in the hands of 
the Manager by June 20, 1962. . 

2. All entries shall be made on the entry form provided by the Association. Entry 
forms in centre of the book must be completed in detail, 

3. Any entry may be refused at the discretion of the Association. 

4. No entry fee will be charged in 4-H Club and Junior Cattle Classes. 

5. No entry will be required for Champion and Reserve Champion Classes. 

6. Exhibits must be in their allotted stalls on the exhibition grounds according to 
the following schedule: 

(a) Purebred Cattle, Sheep and Swine—10 a m. July 2, 1962. 

(b) All other cattle, 12 noon July 2, 1962. Classification will start 
about 2 p.m. 

7. An exhibitor may have two entries in all classes except 4-H Club and Junior 
Classes, where only one will be allowed. 

8. All bulls must be ringed, and lead rope or staff attached. 

INSPECTION 

9. Cattle entered for competition must have been tested for Bovine tuberculosis 
within the 60 day period prior to the show. Animals from accredited herds 
and T.B. tested municipalities are accepted. 

ADMISSION AND FACILITIES 

10. For policy on admission to grounds for exhibitors and attendants. See Rule 19, 
Page 4. 

11. Hay and straw will be available on the exhibition grounds. These-materials 
will be offered for sale at market price. 

12. A trailer camp with electric power will be provided for exhibitors' trailers; 
application for space to be made at time of entry. 

13. Barn accommodation will be provided for all livestock entries which are 
accepted. 

JUDGING 

14. Judging of the classes will follow the schedule outlined below: 

(a) Sheep and Swine, July 2, , time will be posted. 

(b) Open Classes—fat cattle, 10 a.m. July 3.9. 

(c) Purebred Cattle—Dairy cattle, July 2 and July 3, time will be posted. 

(d) 4-H cattle classes, 10 a.m. July 3 and 1:00 p.m. July 3. 

(e) Horses: 1 See Rules and Regulations undei Light Horse Classes. 

15. The decision of the judge will be final in all cases. 

16. Exhibitors are requested to leave their livestock on the grounds until after 
the livestock sale on July 4, 1962.

SALE OF FAT CATTLF. 

17. All fat cattle entered for competition in 4-H Club, Junior and Open Fat 
Cattle Classes must be offered for sale in the sale ring, except heifers which 
may be withheld if the exhibitor so desires. 

18. All animals sold in the sale ring will be sold by the Association, and the 
proceeds remitted to the exhibitor. 

19. All animals in Fat Stock Classes will be weighed by the Livestock Committee 
immediately before entering the sale ring on July 4, 1962 

20. Animals will be sold without shrink. Cattle to De soia are not to be watered 
after 10:30 p.m. July 3, 1962. 

21. A maximum of two percent (2%) of the sale price of each animal will be 
deducted by the Association to cover auctioneer's fee, insurance premium, 
brand inspection, etc. 

22. Sale of fat cattle will be on July 4, 1962. 

23. Cattle offered for sole are subject to brand inspection. 

24. Calves with insufficient finish may be culled and sold after the Fat Stock Sale. 

25. Purebred cattle that are registered or eligible for registration may be sold in 
the sale ring immediately after the sole of fat cattle. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

26. Prize winners will pick up pay slips for prize money at the Livestock Office. 

These pay slips must be cashed at tne Association's Office on the Fair 
Grounds.

Classes 528, 535, 536 and 537. For all other classes an entry fee of $1.00 
will be charged for each entry. All entries, accompanied by the stated entry 
fee, must be in the hands of the Manager by June 20 1962 except in 

Class 535. 

2. No tack room will be provided. 

3. Stallions will not be allowed to compete in Classes 501 to 515 inclusive, 
nor in any other classes where so stated. 

NOTE: All stollions entered in the show must be registered or enrolled with the 
Department of Agriculture. 

4. Where no special rules are specified in Light Horse events, the judge will 
be guided by Canadian Horse Show Rules. 

5. Exhibitors will be advised of dates ond times of Classes, when entries are 
received or prior to that time. 

6. Horses used in professional grandstand performances are not eligible in any 
light horse classes.

2. For each entry in the homecraft, school, horticulture and foroge departments, 
enter 5 points in the column headed "Entry Points". 

3. For each prize in livestock and light horse departments, score the following 
points in "Prize Points" column: 1st 10; 2nd 9; 3rd 8; 4th 7; 5th 6; 6th 5, 
7th 4; 8th 3. 

4. For each prize in homecraft, school, horticulture and forage departments, 
score the following points in the "Prize Points" column: 1st 5; 2nd 4; 3rd 3. 

5. Place the total entry points column ond the prize points column at the bottom 
of the form and the combined total in the Grand Total box.
